Are 26,000 People in Fort 


Wayne to Be Classed as 


"Unchurched,";

A HOST OF "SINNERS" 


"Dovyou knew that there are in this 


city something like 26,000 people who 
are unchurched?" 


It was one of the Fort Wayne pas- 


tors who was speaklngr ana by "un- 
churched," 
he explained, 
he meant 


those who were not members, or "ad- 
herents of any church, who were out- 
side of its direct influence, not being 
connected 
with 
it 
themselves 
or 


through one o£ the heads of their fam- 
ilies. 


And then, without waiting for a re- 


ply to this interrogatively-put asser- 
tion, he continued: 


"And let me make another state- 


ment. There are in Fort Wayne be- 
tween 
S.OOO and 10.000 adult people 


who never enter church doors from 
one year's end to another unless call- 
ed there by a funeral. 
There are 


thousands of others who are only oc- 
casional church goers; very many of 
them whose 
attendance 
at church 


services during the year could be 
counted on the finger- of one hand. 
There are a host of sinners in, Fort 
Wayne." 


And then this pastor gave the re- 


porter some unofficial figures relating 
to the membership and adherents of 
the churches of Fort Wayne, figures j 
that are only approximately correct, 
for even were a church census of the 
city taken it would be far from being 
accurate in 
regard 
to 
giving the 


church population of Fort Wayne. 
] 


The figures showed that the Lu- 


theran church 
population 
of Fort 


Wayne was 15,000. This included the 
German Lutheran churches a'nd the 
English branches. Th« Catholic popu- 
lation was put at 12,000 and the twen- 
ty-seven other churches, English Proi- 
estant, at 11,000. 


Although the 
actual communicant 


membership of these denominations is 
much less than the figures given 
above, for they Include children who 
may be too young to be communicant 
members, they show that the church 
population of Fort Wayne is 38,000, a 
much better showing than that mads 
by many cities. 


These figures also show, the popula- 


tion being C4.000, that there are 26,000 
people in Fort Wayne "who are not 
identified in any religious sense with 
any church, 
who 
have 
no church \ 


home, no pastor tand around many 
of whom but little, if any, religious 
influence is ever thrown.

As the majority of women wear only 


the thinnest kind or underwear all the 
year around it seemed impossible to 
me that there could be any demand for 
heavy cotton, merino and woolens un- 
til I talked with a buyer of underwear, 
and he then convinced me that heavy 
weaves are still sold to thousands. In- 
cidentally. I gained much other inter- 
esting 
Information. 
For 
Instance, 


about the 
difference ana Improve- 


ments in shapes of undergarments and 
In 
what 
m-ay these changes were 


brought about. 


He spoke also of weaves ana their 


degree of favor, also the prices com- 
pared to those of last season. It Is 
superfluous. I suppose, to say that 
prices have gone up, though this man 
claimed that the firm he represented 
had practically made no change in 
prices. Asking how any firm could sell 
at a loss or a less profit than before, 
I was told that regular customers al- 
ways, bought by numbers and that In 
the case of a slight advance In price 
wholesale the customer was,given the 
article for the same sum. 


Supposing the advance was great, 


then the price to the customer was not 
raised for that line of goods, say gar- 
ment No. 362. at fifty cents, but the 
quality was slightly Inferior. 
In ap- 


pearance, the garments were no dif- 
ferent 
from 
those bought formerly, 


but, of course, the service they would 
give would be of shorter duration. 


A third means of keeping prices at 


the same figures was by giving a large 
order to a manufacturer during the 
dull season, or when there was evi- 
dence of prices Increasing. 


Altogether Increased expenses seemed 


to be about even between the seller ; 
and buyer. 
Sometimes to the cus- j 


tomer. 
Again, the balance between 


the two was even. 


About weaves this man said that the 


most popular was the ribbed knit 
goods. 
Though this weave does not 


give the same wear as the closely 
woven, smooth surface, women pre- 
fer the former, he says, because it 
clings to the body and so takes less 
room under the corset than the close 
weave underwear. 


In buying the shades known as nat- 


ural women seem to like the smooth 
weave, while for children's wear it Is 
bought 
almost 
exclusively, 
which 


seems to Imply that this color and 
weave give entire satisfaction. 


Heax-y cottons are 
In demand all 


winter, but there Is little call for fleece 
lined. 


The fleece Is attractive when new. 


but It usually mats after laundering. 


Combination garments are still sold 


In large numbers, but many women 
now prefer the two pieces, for the rea- 
son that tha cold Is not felt all over 
the body in tho same degree. 


For Instance, one 
woman wears 


with comfort a gauze vest, while for 
the. lower part of tho body she must 
use merino or even all wool. Another 
woman may prefer an exactly oppo- 
site arrangement. 


For the average woman tho combi- 


nation garment Is undoubtedly more 
convenient and comfortable. 


Persons of unsymmetrlcal propor- 


tions will get better satisfaction by 
wearing separate garments. 


Going over-the list of prices they

Charles W. Hall, who died at Ben- 


tort Harbor, Mich., a year ago arid af- 
ter -living the life of a. miser he left 
an estate worth between $100,000 and 
$200,000. His will was probated here 
because some .of the property Included 
In the estate is in Indiana. 


Mr Roosevelt's name appears halt 


way down in the list of those benefiting 
under, the will. 
The paragraph reads

• The original will bears the date of 
October 5, 1908, but the testator fol- 
lowing the presidential election that 
year suffered an inexplainable change 
of mind and on December 23 he made 
a codicil taking back the bequest to 
Mr. Roosevelt and giving it to his 
brother. 
The codicil does not reveal 


the testator's motive in making it.'The 
codicil reads: 


"In my original will, made October 5, 


1908, 
I bequeathed 1,000 acres of land 


to Col. Theodore Roosevelt. 
I hereby 


withdraw this provision 'and bequeath

property, to my. brother, 


Thornton Hall, of Chicago."

TEMPLE COMPANY HIT 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec, 9.—The Uni- 


ted States circuit court for the eastern 
district of Pennsylvania yesterday de- 
cided there is no general conspiracy 
among the anthracite 
coal 
carrying 


railroads or coal companies to restrain 
trade or commerce, or to'monopolize 
(he trade or to maintain certain prices. 


The court deckled, however, that the 


Temple Iron company is a combination 
of anthracite coal carrying railroads in 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law, 
and granted the prayer ot the 


government for an injunction restrain- 
ing that corporation from continuing 
a violation of the act. 


The sum and substance Is that the 


government wins only one of several 
points, that in the Temple Iron case,, 


and the defendants will not be com- 


pelled to change tho present prices of 
coal as a result of the court's decision.

She Is the only woman execu- 
tive of a life insurance company In 
the United States and probably in the 
world. 
Mrs. Rawson reported 'that 


women have already made a beginning 
In this work, there being 514 in the 
business <-ut of a total of probably 70,- 
000 agents. 


"Why are the opportunities so much 


great for women in the 
insurance 


field?" said Mrs. Kawson. 
"A few- 


figures will show. The faithful, cap- 
able office woman is considered well 
paid at a salary of $75 or $80 per 
month. Many are working for $40 and 
$50 per month. 
Our women In the 


stores receive from $50 to $200 per 
month. 
Teachers receive about the 


same. 
The practicing woman physi- 


cian does well if she nets $150 per 
month. Our successfu1 women Insur- 
ance agents are writing from $150.000 
to $300,000 of insurance per year. This 
means an annual compensation of ap- 
proximately from $2.000 to $4.500. One 
woman writes me that her specialty is 
Insuring school teachers. 
She says 


these teachers usually take $1,000 ten 
year endowment policies. One woman 
agent I have in mind .writes about 200 
of these each year, netting her between 
$3,000 and $4.000 per year in commis- 
sions. 
Another woman agent counts 


among her laurels $75,000 written upon 
a single life."

have been working with the colleges 
toward this end. 


"The requirements for the usual de- 


grees are practically the same in all 
colleges in general, but the work in 
some is ot a higher standard than in 
others. We are working out this plan 
to fix a certain standard 
for 
each 


course in each college and the stand- 
ards are gradually being put into ef- 
fect and it is doing lots of good. 


May Study at Home. 


"For instance a young man lives 


near Wichita or Baldwin or WInh'eld 
or any other city in Kansas that has 
a college. He does not feel that he can 
come to the university for four years, 
but he desires to be a mechanical en- 
gineer or a civil engineer or take up 
some other profession. It is usually 
required that so much college work 
roust be given before a, boy can take 
his professional degree. 


"The plan which we arc putting into 


effect now makes it possible for the 
young man to do the college work and 
stay at home and then come here for 
his professional work and he will re- 
elve full credit for the work he has 
one at his home school. Nearly all 
he colleges in Kansas are working 
ith us under this plan now and It Is 
oing a lot of good, not only for the 
ollegcs. but for the university." 
The university is also working along 


he same lines for high schools.

would strike the sides before going 
very far down; of course the distance 
gone down varying as the width of the 
tube and the. velocity of the train and 
also of tho rain. Another instance—if 
a man wearing a wl<le-briromed hat 
stands still in vertical rain none gets 
in his face; but if he runs, his face 
Is peppered with raindrops. Now, light 
comes right straight down, same as 
rain falling vertically. The earth and 
everything on the earth is traveling to- 
ward the east at an enormous velocity, 
so any light that is coming vertically 
will hit anything "in the face," so. to 
speak, that is stationary on the earth. 
As the velocity of llgnt is so great. It 
takes a rather long tube to show the 
phenomenon of total 
disappearance, 


but of course the effect is there to 
varying extents in all tubes of what- 
ever length. 


To revert, to the man with the tube 


on the moving train—how can he point 
that tube so that some rain will fall 
through? Everybody can at once see 
that he would have (o point It—that 
is, incline it—in the direction in which 
the train is moving. Then the drop 
that entered at the top would, instead 
of hitting the side of the tube Immedi- 
ately a.fter entering, find the place open 
for it and a path provided. The an- 
alogy to the telescope is at once seen 
•—it would have to be pointed toward 
the east, for that is the direction of the 
earth both, in rotation about its axis 
and revolution-around the sun.

The change Is being made at 
the rate of $1,000,000 a. day, and the 
small bills are being sent to the sub- 
reasurles to meet the demand of the 
banks all over the country for bills of 
small denominations.

Remains Prove Former Ex- 


istence of Intelligent 


Population There. 


A CONSULAR REPORT 


Washington, Dec. 9.—Consular re- 


ports just received say the territory of 
Quintan Roo forms a part of the pen- 
insula of Yucatan, but It is to all in- 
tents and purposes a "terra Incognita" 
to the Inhabitants ut truth Mexico and 
the United States. 


The ancient ruins of cities through- 


out the present known territory are 
positive Indications o£ the existence of 
a large and prosperous population be- 
fore or since the time of the1, "Spanish 
conquest, of which there are no other 
traces left. Izmul. one of these aban- 
doned cities, has in its immediate vi- 
cinity the ruins of prehistoric struc- 
tures, some of them of enormous size 
and beautifully sculptured. ^ Judging 
from present indications, the ancient 
town must have housed at least 50.000 
people. There is not even a trace to 
be found of a civilized being anywhere 
within 100 rniles from there. 


No doubt can exist that this region 


was very thickly settled at some time, 
that its inhabitants were,highly civil- 
ized, as is proved by their architecture, 
and that the country must have pro- 
duced something not known at the 
present 
time. 
The destruction and 


abandonment visible at every hand was 
doubtlessly due to the internecine \vars 
among the 
natives themselves. 
A 


noteworthy instance of the intelligence 
and civilization of the people at some 
time remote is clearly demonstrated by 
an artificial waterway constructed by 
them. 
Reference is made to what is 


row known as the Rio Klk. This is an 
.irtlllcial canal ronnectlng; the 
Ijahiu 


de Chetumal with the Bahia tie la As- 
piritu Santo. Undeniable traces of the 
embankments, constructed 
by 
coral 


rock and of the watch towers along its 
length are plainly seen. The engineer- 
ing skill as shown in thju work was of 
a high order, as the construction of this 
canal reduced the distance between the 
extreme points mentioned from 300 
miles on sea to GO miles by canal, and 
at the same time avoided the dan- 
gers attending coastwise navigators in 
those days.

Bacalar. a municipality and military 


post on the bay of the same name, has 
a" population of about liOO. Here there 
is an ancient fort in good preservation, 
erected by the Spanish in 1620. 
The 


ancient town, which probably housed 
more than 30,000 Inhabitants. Is now 
only the remains of former greatness 
The length of Its streets, the size and 
the masslvcness of its buildings, the 
number of Its churches, convents and 
monasteries, together with the spacious 
edifice used as a municipal palace, all 
indicate that at: some time In Us his- 
tory ft was a most flourishing town. 
1 'It is a matter of history that in 1S50 
the savage Mayas surprised the town 
and the entire population was annihi- 
lated. Over 6.000 persons were butch- 
ered while having taken refuge in one 
of the churches, and their remains hud 
to be removed by General Jose Maria 
dc la Vega, when tha Mexican troops 
entered the town In 1901.
